The NASRC Meeting in Mexico City: Notes 


HE National Association of State Racing Com- 

missioners for some years has been one of the 
most effective sounding boards for the presentation 
and debate of ideas having to do with the gencral 
welfare of racing. Its convention this year was held 
in Mexico City, an ancient, colorful, and highly in- 
teresting place, but so far away that most newspa- 
pers in the United States carried, if anything, only 
the scantiest reports of the proceedings. 

The function of the NASRC is to debate and 
suggest. It is a clearing house for ideas, and as 
such has had a profound effect upon the American 
Purl. Hence the tollowing supplementary report 
on ideas advanced and impressions gathered at the 
recent annual meeting. 


UNIFORMITY. Since its beginning 16 years 
ago the NASRC probably has heard the phrase 
“uniformity of rules” more often than any other. 
It still talks in the same terms, and this year there 
was almost as much emphasis upon uniformity ol 
punishment (especially in doping cases) as of the 
rules themselves. ‘The urge toward interstate agrec- 
ment of policy has gone so far that some commis- 
sions have adopted rules simply because other 
states have adopted them, though the members 
as individuals did not approve. (This feeling ac- 
counts, to some extent, for the spread last year of 
an amendment to the 25 per cent claiming rule 
and of the rule denying stall space to a prescribed 
group of unsuccessful race horses.) 

it is the impression here, however, that uni- 
formity of rules is a constantly receding goal. ‘The 
membership of the NASRC now has grown to in- 
clude 25) state racing commissions—representing 
more than hall the states in the Union. Geograph- 
ically, some of these are banked together in almost 
solid groups, establishing in) some cases a more 
intense rivalry than has been witnessed in Amer- 
ican racing since the last decade of the nineteenth 
century, when competition and overexploitation 
set the stage for virtual extinction. State govern- 
ments, as well as a multiplicity of race tracks, are 
new in competition for. the public's money. When 
one state reaches in too deep (i.e., grants too many 
days of racing), its neighbors are tempted to de- 
fend themselves with counter-measures, The legal- 
ization of night racing in some areas is a reflection 
of this competitive pressure. 

Under the circumstances we would expect a 
growing tendency for commissions to pass such rules 
as will give an advantage within their own juris- 
dictions. We should like to see an NASRC com- 
mittee on moderation in number of days of racing 
—~but it would be torn limb from limb at the first 
executive session. 


PURSES. Every speaker who mentioned the 
subject favored the graduation of purses to the 
class of horses. “Does anyone think,” asked Jack 
Skinner, representing the American ‘Trainers Asso- 
ciation, “that a man should receive the same return 
on a 91,500 bond as the man who buys a $3,000 
bond? You are doing the same thing when you 
make a $15,000 horse race for the same purse as 
a $3,000 horse.” Dr. Eslie Asbury’s paper said: 
“Like unreasonable wage demands . . . , insistence 
on the high minimum at the expense of allowance 
races and stakes will drive many owners and 
breeders out of the sport, deprive many trainers of 
jobs, and cheapen the operation of tracks. Racing 
will deteriorate to something like crap shooting be- 
fore becoming completely ignored by a disgusted 
public.” 


APPRENTICE ALLOWANCES. Bert ‘Thomp- 
son, of the Jockeys’ Guild, cited some of the tragic 
results of riding apprentices, while still insufficient. 
ly experienced, in order to obtain the benefit of 
seven- and ten-pound allowances. He advocated re- 
peal of this wartime measure, said that the direc- 
tors of the Guild were unanimous in favor an 
apprentice allowance of five pounds. 


QUARTER RACING. Robert E. Hooper, 
president of the American Quarter Horse Associa- 
tion, reminded the commissioners that, “in the last 
two years some cight states have legalized Quarter 
Horse racing.” This sport, though ancient in itself, 
has only recently begun to fit itself into the pat- 
tern of Thoroughbred racing. “We want to go 
along with you,” said Mr. Hooper, “ .. . and assure 
clean racing. We have one stud book now, and 
(soon) will be able to present a set of rules and 
regulations which will be exactly in accordance 
with yours.” Melville H, Haskell already has drawn 
up these rules in tentative form, for discussion, 
amendment, and approval. 


DOPING. Not much change here, except that 
several speakers advocated a closer co-operation 
with veterinarians. “Is there any good reason,” 
asked Loyd Wright, ‘a veterinarian should not be 
required to file with the state steward a copy of 
any prescription he may administer?” With re- 
gard to the old problem of holding trainers re- 
sponsible, the general sentiment was still: “We 
have to.” 

There were many suggestions, ranging from 
the condition book to J. Samuel Perlman’s state- 
ment that “the time has come for a National 
‘Thoroughbred Congress.” Most of them fell on 


rocky ground, but a few may take root and grow.

*Noor was foaled in) 1945 in’ Treland. at) one 
of the breeding establi-hments maintained by the 
Aga Khan. the Indian poetentate who has been 
for many vears en outstanding breeder of horses. 
He is by Nasrullah, whieh was bred by the Aga 
Khan and was sold late last year to a syndicate 
of American breeders for delivery this) summer. 
at the close of the breeding season. Nasrullah will 
stand at A. B. Haneock’s Claiborne Stud, Paris. Ky. 

At two. raeing for the Aga Khan. *Noor started 
seven times and wen two races. the Bradgate Park 
Nursery Handicap and the Bretby Nursery Handi- 
cap. and was third in the Woodcote Stakes. At 
three, 1918. from six starts, he won the Diomed and 
the Great Foal Stakes. and was third in the Eclipse 
Stakes and the Epsom Derby (te My Love and 
Roval Drake). In the Free Handicap for 2-year- 
olds he was among the top horses. at 118 pounds. 
My Babu was the leader. at 133. the Free 
Handieap for 3-year-olds he again was in the first 
column, at 122. Black Tarquin led with 133. 

In 1918 the Aga Khan’s *Nathoo. which like 
*Noor is a member of Nasrullah’s first) crop of 
foals, won the Trish Derby. and was sent to the 
U.S. for the Empire Gold Cup. Like the other 
foreign horses which have started in the race. he 
was at a disadvantage after his long journey and 
finished seventh. 

But despite this showing Charles S. Howard, the 
San Francisco Turfman, became interested him, 
Mr. Howard had lost Seabiscuit by death, and re- 
portedly was on the lookout for another smashing 
horse. When negotiations for the purchase of 
*Nathoo were completed. turned out that Mr. 
Howard had bought two horses instead of one. 
He got *Nathoo, and he also got *Noor. Re- 
ported price for the pair was $175,000. The Aga 
Khan had been asking $100,000 for *Nathoo when 
the horse was here for the Gold Cup, according 
to the newspapers. 

*Noor was given ample time to acclimate him- 
self to California conditions. and did not race 
until October 14, 1949. at Bay Meadows. In a 
six-furlong sprint. under 117) pounds. he beat 
Frankly, See-tee-See, and Speculation. He was not 
to win again until February 25. 1950. day of the 
Santa Anita Handicap. but in the meantime he got 
two seconds, three thirds, a fourth. and a fifth. His 
199 placings included a second to Huon Kid in 
the San Francisco Handicap. and thirds in the 
Marehbank and Tanforan) Handicaps. His first 
start of 1950 was in the San Pasqual Handicap. 
in which he was second to Solidarity. On Feb- 
ruary 11, two weeks before the Santa Anita Handi- 
cap. he was third behind Ponder Citation 
in the San Antonio Handicap. 

Meanwhile he had been assigned 109 pounds 
for the big handicap, in which Citation was to 
carry 132 and Ponder 124.

Parke, brother to the successful trainers Ivan and 
Monte Parke, had been pointing. The distance 
suited *Noor, and so evidently did the weight, for 
he got up to beat the Calumet trio of Citation, 
Two Lea. and Ponder. His margin over Citation 
was 1% lengths. For details of the running. see 
Robert Hebert’s article beginning on page 509. 
The vietory was the third in the $100,000 con- 
test for C. S. Howard, who had won it in 1939 
with the South American-bred *Kayak 2nd. and 
had run one-two in the 1910 renewal with Sea- 
biscuit and *Kayak 2nd. In 1941 he was second 
with Mioland. and he had been second with Sea- 
biscuit in 1937. His run of successes, in fact, caused 
the winner's circle at Santa Anita Park to be 
known for a time as “Howard's half-acre.” It 
seemed as if he and Burley Parke had done a 
pretty fair job of reclaiming it with *Noor. 
*Noor traveled the ten furlongs in 2:00. It was 
one of the fastest races at the distance ever run 
in the U. S. (*Shannon 2nd and Coaltown have 
run 1% miles in 1:5945. Cover Up and Whisk 
Broom 2nd ran it in 2:00.) *Noor sliced 114% 
seconds off the Santa Anita track record (2:01%5), 
set in the 1940 running of the big handicap by 
Seabiscuit, under 130 pounds.

*Noor’s pedigree has many names familiar to 
American breeders. *Bahram, his maternal grand- 
sire, and *Blenheim 2nd, maternal grandsire of 
Nasrullah, have had very successful stud careers 
here. At three points in *Noor’s pedigree American 
ancestry appears. His grandsire Nearco, an Italian 
champion bred and raced by Federico Tesio, traces 


in tail-female extension through the New Jer- 
sey-bred Sibola, winner of the One Thousand 


Guineas in England, to the Lexington mare Maiden, 
winner of the second running of Travers Stakes. 

Nasrullah’s dam is a half sister to the dam of

Too Many Pounds on Citation: 
“Noor Beat Him in the Big ’Cap 


Los ANGELES 
Light weight and a clever ride won for 
*Noor the most fantastic Santa Anita 
Handicap in all history. And as so often 
happens in handicaps. the best horse did 
not win. In this case, the best horse was 
Citation, and he finished second, unable, 
alter suffering a leg injury 14 months 
ago, to give a horse like *Noor 22 pounds. 
For that matter, there probably isn’t a 
Thoroughbred anywhere in the country 
that can give *Noor that kind of weight 
and beat him at 114 miles, or any longer 
distance. 


MAN BITES MUTUELS. The race it- 
self was easy enough to believe, but the 
wagering was completely fantastic. This 
13th running of the $100.000 Santa Anita 
Handicap will go down in the record 
books as the March of the Minus Pools. 
It cost the State of California $58,764.57 
when the Calumet entry of Citation and 
Two Lea ran two-three. There was a 
minus in the place pool of $17,665.19, and 
a minus in the show pool of $42.057.75. 
Breakage from the plus in the win pool 
amounted to $958.37. After the aggregate 
mutuel handle for the season reaches 
$27,000,000, reads the State law, all minus 
pools are paid from the breakage collected 
by the State. So it was up to the people, 
and not to the track, to make up the 
loss. [ am not sure, but this must consti- 
tute a couple of records. It must be the 
largest minus pool in all history, any- 
where. and it must be the first time that 
a state had to make it good. 


SMARTLY RIDDEN by Johnny Longden, *Noor carried a feathery 110 to victory in the $100,000 Santa Anita 
Handicap. The powerful Calumet Farm trio of Citation, Two Lea, and Ponder were second, third, and fourth, in 
that order. *Noor is a 56-year-old Irish-bred son of Nasrullah—Queen of Baghdad, by *Bahram He was bred by 
the Aga Khan. *Noor’s time, 2:00, was 1 1/5 seconds faster than the track record, made by Seabiscuit in 1940, 


Trainer Jimmy Jones saddled Citation 
(132), Ponder (124), and the brilliant 
filly Two Lea (113), for the race that has 
become the winter classic of the Amer- 
ican Turf, and it looked like any one of 
the triple threat entry could win it. 

At the first reading on the tote board, 
there was slightly more than $41,000 on 
the entry to show. At the next flash it 
was more than $63,000. Then it was above 
$85,000, and after only ten minutes of 
wagering, there was $99,586 bet on the 
Calumets to show. By the time all the 
money was in, a total of $1,009,846 had 
been wagered on the Santa Anita Handi- 
cap. The show pool amounted to $423,- 
080, and of this amount, $373,268 was on 
the entry. The place pool was $257,215, 
and $215,105 of it was on the entry. In 
the win pool was $329,551, with $110.116 
on the Calumets., which went off at 35 
cents on the dollar. 


FORTITUDE. As much as anything 
else, *Noor’s triumph was the result of 
a smart and extremely gutty ride by 
Johnny Longden. Two days before the 
big race, Longden had been thrown from 
a plater, and had received a painful in- 
jury to his knee and ankle. The ankle was 
so swollen, Longden was unable to pull 
on a boot. He bathed it constantly to re- 
duce the swelling. and although he did 
not say so, he probably had a shot in it 
to reduce the pain during the race. In 
addition to all this. Longden, who ordi- 
narily rides at 114, managed to get down 
to 110 pounds, leaving *Noor only one 
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pound overweight. When it was all over, 
Johnny almost collapsed in the winners’ 
circle. 

Physically he was weak. but mentally. 
Longden was just as bright as ever. He 
knew the Calumet strategy as well as if 
Jimmy Jones had explained it to him—Two 
Lea was to make the pace, and kill off 
My Request; Citation was to run in the 
middle, and win it if he could: Ponder 
was to make his late run, as usual. 


STRATEGY. Longden knew that *Noor 
could not beat Ponder if both moved at 
the same time. He had learned that two 
weeks before in the San Antonio Handi- 
cap. So this time he beat Ponder to the 
punch. At the half-mile pole, with Ponder 
still far back in the field, Longden was 
beginning to pump on *Noor. Possibly 
before Steve Brooks, riding Ponder, was 
aware of what Longden was up to, *Noor 
had a lead of some seven or eight lengths 
on the only other top stretch-runner in 
the field. 

At the three-eighths pole Longden was 
rushing up on the outside with *Noor, 
and Eddie Arcaro was moving along the 
rail with Citation. *Noor ran right by 
Citation and opened a lead of a length 
and a half on the old Calumet champion. 
In the long drive from there to the wire, 
Citation was able to cut the margin by 
only 14 of a length. 

When *Noor passed Citation, there was 
still one horse in front of him, and that 
was Two Lea. *Noor made three distinct 
runs at her before she gave up. The first 
two times. she fought him off. and came 
on again. But the third time, she went 
under, and *Noor had her beaten at the 
three-sixteenths pole. 

Longden admitted it was a hard ride. 
“He’s still a green horse, according to our 
wav of racing.” he said, “and you have 
to do everything for him. You have to

back from the track he will ice himself 
there for hours every day. It was. of 
course. the dry season (the rains do not 
begin until June) and the countryside 
in general looked as dry and thirsty as 
plotting paper. But irrigation water is 
available on the farm, and the paddocks 
were covered with short grass and clover 
on which the horses were feeding with 
evident relish. 

Except for one paddock purposely left 
to the hardy native growth. the pasturage 
was mainly Kentucky bluegrass or an 
Italian grass. mixed with several kinds of 
clover. The horses. we were told. take an 
occasional nip of wormwood, which grows 
abundantly along the stream. The land 
has considerable phosphate. and calcium 
and nitrogen have been added. The Covar- 
rubiases have studied modern methods at 
good farms in the States. but of course 
must work within the limitations of the 
soil, the hot. dry climate, and an. alti- 
tude of about 8.000 feet. 

Lumber is a major problem in Mexi- 
co, and only by extraordinary efforts were 
the owners of Rancho Vitala able to ob- 
tain enough to put up their skimpy fences. 
which would not be considered horse- 
proof in the States. The fences, except 
for the solid adobe walls on the outside. 
actually consist of small posts set as far 
apart as possible and connected with two 
rails, about as big around as your wrist. 
with the bark left on. The upper rail is 
about shoulder-high to basketball 
player. and the lower about knee-high to 
a second-baseman. the minimum require- 
ments for taking advantage of the facet 
that horses don’t squat. 

Mr. and Mrs. Covarrubias were very 
much interested when I mentioned the 
possibility of growing multiflora rose, 
which makes a hedge seven or eight feet 
high. is horse-proof. quick-growing. and 
easy to control. (Dr. Eslie Asbury. prob- 
ably the first North American Thorough- 
bred breeder to begin the replacement 
of wooden fences with this type of hedge. 
planted several miles of it last year at 
his Forest) Retreat Farm in Kentucky. 
and some of the earliest planting has 
reached a height of three feet or more.) 
Since the plant is quite hardy and since 
the irrigation trenches follow the fences. 
there appears a good chance that the rose 
hedge would he suecessful in Mexico. 

The barn. just at the entrance. is a 
large brick rectangle with an inner court 
and a shed facing the court. Tt lies length- 
wise down the slope. so that the stalls, 
all big. white. and clean. are at different 
levels. The feed and storage rooms are 
on either side of the entrance. which is 
about midway down one side. The  strue- 
ture was built with labor on the farm and 
it appears a solid and convenient head- 
quarters, 


At the ranch are the stallion Equistar. 
about seven broodmares, a few yearlings, 
and a few boarders. The boarding rate, 
if IT remember correctly, is 12 pesos a 
day. or a little over $40 a month. At the 
track. trainers will take horses for 20 
pesos a day (about $2.30). Thus, with 
maintenance and training expenses low, 
it has been possible for a considerable 
number of Mexican owners to show a 
profit. even though purses are not high. 
Carlos Gomez, who probably has made the 
largest investment in horses, says his op- 
eration is in the black. 

After a walk around the promising and 
highly interesting little farm we went to 
the house where Senora Gonzales had set 
out tortillas. tacos. salad. pulque. tequila. 
and other Mexican things whose names 
were unfamiliar to me. The pulque had 
been drawn from a maguey plant the 
same morning and had fermented only a 
few hours, with an alcohol content of 
perhaps 2 or 3 per cent. It developed that 
this drink was given regularly to brood- 
mares. “because it increases their flow 
of milk about 30 per cent.” Well, how 
about human mothers? “Just the same.” 
said Mrs. Covarrubias. I turned to Mrs. 
Gonzales for further confirmation. She 
nodded a solemn affirmative. 

In the season when there is no racing, 
the horses in training are given pulque. 
“Tt’s chock full of vitamins,” said Mr. 
Covarrubias. I think. after a short ac- 
quaintance with the drink, that I can 
take it or leave it, but as for its effect on 
horses. the Covarrubias record is much 
too good for me to distrust their judg- 
ment. At any rate, its effect upon lacta- 
tion opens up all sorts of interesting spec- 
lations. 

Keene Daingerfield. secretary of the 
Kentucky State Racing Commission and 
also a down-to-earth horseman, accom- 
panied us on the trip to Rancho Vitala. 
For both of us it was a high point in our 
short stay in Mexico. j. A. &. 


BYMEABOND RETIRED 


3ymeabond. an 8-year-old stakes winner 
bred by Colonel E. R. Bradley and owned 
by J. K. Houssels. of Las Vegas.

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RIVER DOWNS SOLD 


The River Downs race track at Cincin- 
nati has been sold to Robert J. Dienst. 
president of Beulah Park. an- 
nounced this week by Peter A. Horback. 
River Downs president. Mr. Dienst 
bought the track from the estate of Ed- 
ward P. Strong. 

Mr. Horback. who has been associated 
with the Cincinnati course since 1936. 
when it was bought by Mr. Strong. said 
he probably would continue to be em- 
ployed at the track. 


River Downs is a mile track located on 
the bank of the Ohio River. a short dis- 
tance from the Cincinnati city limits. and 
adjacent to Coney Island. a summer re- 
creation park. As Coney Island. the track 
held its inaugural meeting in July. 1925. 
In recent years it has offered mediocre 
racing which has been lightly supported 
by Cincinnati horseplayers. 

During the last vear or two efforts had 
heen made by a group organized by the 
Ohio Valley Thoroughbred Club to pur- 
chase the track from the Strong estate. 
It was the intention of the breeders’ 
group to operate the course on a non- 
profit basis and attempt to revive racing 
in the Cincinnati area. Since the closing 
of the Latonia track in the ’thirties, pub- 
lic interest in racing at Cincinnati has 
declined steadily. 

The Ohio Valley group offered $400,000 
for the property. but the offer was de- 
clined. Latest unofficial report was that 
the Strong estate was asking $750.000. 
The price paid by Mr. Dienst was not 
disclosed.

Mackle Brothers Buy Farm 


The brothers Elliott. Robert, and Frank 
Mackle, of Miami. Fla.. who race as the 
Elkcam Stable. have bought from A. C. 
Napier a 100-acre farm on the Houston- 
Antioch pike, a few miles from Lexing- 
ton. When owned by the late H. H. Tem- 
ple, the place was known as Dunrovin 
Farm. It now is held under lease by Doug- 
las M. Davis Jr.. who has operated it 
as Glencairn Farm. Mr. Davis’ lease has 
some time to run, but in the meanwhile 
he is negotiating for a larger place. 

The Mackle brothers, it is reported, do 
not plan to breed horses for the market, 
but will use the farm for training year- 
lings and for refreshing horses from the 
race track. They have been in racing for 
about a year. Their best performer to date 
is the 3-year-old filly Blue Kay. which at 
two last year won the Astarita Stakes. 
The farm will be managed by Aubrey 
Crouch, brother to H. Crouch. the Elk- 
cam Stable trainer. The Mackle brothers 
are in the building contracting business 
at Miami. 


Relic at Circle M 


The 5-year-old black horse Relie (War 
Relic—Bridal Colors, by Black Toney) 
has been returned to Mrs. Edward S. 
Moore’s Circle M Farm at Lexington. it 
was announced by D. B. Midkiff. manager. 

The winner of the Hopeful and_ the 
Hibiscus Stakes and the Bahamas Handi- 
cap went amiss early in 1948, and has 
not trained satisfactorily enough since 
then to race. though on two or three 
occasions he had been nearly ready to 
return to competition. After his last work- 
out at Hialeah, in which he went four 
furlongs in :1]1, :22, :34, :45, Mr. Mid- 
kiff said. he developed a filling under his 
right knee. and it was decided to return 
him to the farm, where he will make the 
1950 stud season at $1,000 for a live foal. 

Mr. Midkiff stated that Trainer Bert 
Williams, who handled Relic early in his 
career, and Trainer George Odom. who 
had him at Hialeah Park recently. both 
declared that he was the fastest horse 
they had ever trained. In the Experimen- 
tal Free Handicap. Relic was bracketed 
with Better Self in the second group. at 
123 pounds. Citation was topweight at 126. 


First *Talon, & Some 2-Year-Olds 


First of a “long and successful line” of 
foals by the South American-bred *Talon 
has been reported by John A. Bell 3rd, of 
the Jonabell Stables at Lexington, where 
the son of Pantalon—Guetaria, by Maron, 


is at stud. The foal is a colt out of Pen- 
nant Wen. by Pennant. He was born at 
Thomas Girdler’s Strodes Creek Farm, 
near Paris, on February 23. The mare will 
be bred back to *Talon. Mr. Bell says 
that nearly 30 mares have been booked 
this year to the gray winner of the Santa 
Anita Handicap. 

Jonabell Farm also reports that three 
yearlings sold by the establishment at 
Saratoga last summer have started at Hia- 
leah Park, and all three have won. Pigeon 
Pride has a two-for-two record, Maximal 
was second in his first start and won his 
next, and Battlefield won his first start. 
“From five starts they’ve had four wins 
and a second,” Mr. Bell relates. “They 
represent three different owners and three 
different trainers. Probably wouldn’t hap- 
pen again in 500 years.”

Plain Ben Hexes Another Horse 


At Calumet Farm last fall. when Man- 
ager Paul Ebelhardt checked over the new 
material for Warren Wright's varsity, he 
discovered a yearling with many of the 
qualifications of a good racing prospect. 
but with psychological —quirk—he 
didn’t seem to mind being a horse. but he 
didn’t want to be bothered by a man on 
his back. 

“Nicest thing you ever saw when he was 
in his stall,” Mr. Ebelhardt recalls, “but 
a bad egg on the training track. First 
you'd see this colt flying along the track. 
then you'd see a cap flying through the 
air, and then you'd see a boy flying after 
the cap.” 

There are two main schools of pro- 
cedure on the handling of young horses 
that don’t want to be ridden—the gentle 
touch, and the firm hand. Usually the 
gentle touch is tried first, and if it doesn’t 
work, the grip tightens. 

For a couple of reasons the principle 
of the firm hand, or swift kick, doesn’t 
appeal to the Calumet manager. One was 
that he doesn’t like to get tough with any 
horse, especially a young one. and the 
other was that he didn’t want to do some- 
thing that might sour the yearling and

difheult) for Trainer Ben 
Jones, who was scheduled to receive this 
particular one.

“T could have brought him around.” Mr. 
Ebelhardt says, “but | might have spoiled 
him for Ben. One of the reasons the Calu- 
met organization has functioned so well 
is that the farm co-operates with the rac- 
ing stable. If I had been interested in 
the colt only from my own standpoint. I 
could have tamed him down, but maybe 
it would have been done in a way that 
wouldn’t be good for the racing stable. So 
we took it easy.” 

The problem was partially solved later 
in the fall. when one of the exercise boys 
from the racing stable returned to the 
farm to help with the yearlings. This 
boy could ride the colt. though he had his 
hands full. and there was an end to the 
customary spectacle of seeing colt and 
boy return to the stable separately. 

But though the youngster became more 
tractable under saddle. he continued to 
be a terror at the starting gate. It is the 
custom at Calumet for the yearlings to be 
familiarized with the gate before they are 
sent to the racing stable. When a school- 
ing period is scheduled, a group of stable- 


hands goes to the practice gate, and the 
men make like assistant starters. They 
clamber over the framework of the gate. 
fool with the yearlings’ heads. crawl un- 
der them and over them, and slide off 
their rumps, to accustom them to the hul- 
labaloo that often accompanies the start 
of a race, 

As a result of this the yearlings learn 
an important lesson before they join the 
racing stable, and the trainer doesn’t lose 
time by having to educate them to the 
starting gate routine. 

Most yearlings soon find out that the 
gate won't bite them, and they are able 
to concentrate on the big idea—getting 
away in a hurry. But not Ky. Lea, the son 
of Sun Again out of the stakes-winning 
Miss Keeneland. This fellow would sooner 
have ridden a mowing machine than to 
stand in the gate. and again Mr. Ebel- 
hardt had to make a decision: whether 
to force the colt to like it, or to go slow 
and do the least possible damage to his 
psychologic makeup. It was decided to 
go slow. and Ky. Lea was given as much 
work at the gate as he would stand for, 
but he wasn’t pressed.

Rules of Racing 
Are Revised 


CHICAGO 
IHinois has a new Thoroughbred racing 
code, still tentative in form and subject 
to further change if additional alterations 
are deemed advisable. The text as it now 
stands has been approved by the Illinois 
Racing Board in order to expedite the 
printing. Changes can be made until the 
new book goes to press. the board says. 
The new rules were written by three 
representatives of the board—Commission- 
er Frank R. Warton, Secretary Joseph P. 
Broderick, and James Hopkins. 
agent without portfolio.

and new ones were added. The text was

fices for several days prior to adoption.

Secretary Brod- 
erick said the board invites suggestions 
and criticisms if made within reasen- 
able length of time. He anticipates some 
revision before the final) proof is) given 
an okay. 

Material changes were made in sections 
dealing with drugs and stimulation. Be- 
sides the trainer. or in addition thereto. 
the groom or “any other suspected per- 
son” can be held responsible for the con- 
dition of a drugged horse under the rules 
as they now stand. The use of any medica- 
ment (in the broadest sense of the term) 
internally or externally within 48 hours 
prior to a race is prohibited. There is no 
Illinois rule such as that in Florida. pro- 
hibiting use of a body brace after a race 
before a urine sample is obtained. 

The seratch rule was changed. permit- 
ting scratches only down to ten horses in- 
stead of eight. as formerly. The Florida 
example was followed here. To get out 
of a field of ten or fewer (except stakes) 
requires satisfactory representations — to 
the stewards. Horsemen have yet to be 
heard from on this one. 

That ancient. time-honored functionary. 
the clerk of the course. no longer receives 
official recognition from the State of TIli- 
nois. Wherever he was mentioned in the 
old rules the racing secretary has been 
substituted. 

License fees for owners were increased 


from $1 to $5. Another short) rule 


pro- 


vides that no employe of the racing board 
shall also be employed by a race track. 
Horses barred from starting include: 
6-year-old and older maidens, 13-year-olds 
and upward (re-adopted) bleeders: those 
“not serviceably sound”: those which have 
been nerved. blocked, tubed. or “not prop- 
crly plated”: horses which are blind or 
with vision seriously impaired in both eyes, 
After the meeting there was some good- 
natured kidding about the last mentioned 
clause—that barring horses with seriously 
impaired vision in both eyes—in contrast 
to the rule requiring stewards and judges 
to have normal or corrected 20-20. vision 
in both eyes. The original “two-eve” rule 
for judges was adopted by a former board 
despite the rather well proven fact (by

OFF-TRACK BETTING. The McCabe 
committee has been mentioned in recent 
discussions of off-track betting. In order 
to clarify any misunderstanding about 
this committee it might be stated that it 
was appointed in 1949 as a result of a 
resolution presented in the Illinois legisla- 
ture by Representative Edward J. Me- 
Cabe,. of Chicago. 

The purpose of the committee is to in- 
vestigate the question of legalizing off- 
track betting as a revenue producing 
measure. The committee, which is headed 
by Representative McCabe. will make its 
report and recommendations at the next 
session of the legislature. which convenes 
in January. 1951. 

The Illinois General Assembly (legisla- 
ture) in 1935 passed a bill legalizing off- 
track betting, but the measure, which was 
sponsored by the Chicago city hall ma- 
chine, was vetoed by the late Goy. Henry 
Horner. The governor, himself a Chi- 
cagoan, had broken with that Kelly-Nash 
Democratic city machine with which he 
had long been affiliated, closely so in the 
days when it was ruled by the late Mayor 
Anton J. Cermak. whose influence had put 
Horner (then probate judge. 1932) into 
the governor's chair. 

Edward J. Kelly Cermak 
when the latter was assassinated in Flor- 
ida in 1933. Mayor Kelly and Governor 
Horner soon split over party matters and 
control. The “legal bookmaking” bill was 
an incident in the Kelly-Horner feud. Kel- 
ly wanted it for the purpose of raising ad- 
ditional revenue for the city. Passage of 
the bill, with Kelly backing. put Horner 
on the spot. In 1936 Mayor Kelly unsuc- 
cessfully ran his health commissioner. Dr. 
Herman N. Bundesen. against Horner. 
who was renominated and re-elected. Thus 
the political implications were manifold 
in that earlier attempt to legalize off- 
track betting in Illinois. 

What might develop in the present. sit- 
uation remains to be seen. Among others. 
the Hlinois Thoroughbred Breeders Asso- 
ciation is opposed to any effort to legalize 
and license off-track betting.

this problem could be solved without 
difficulty. Dr. Arthur Davidson was con- 
sulted regarding the matter of anesthesia 
and he concluded that the mare could be 
put to sleep for a period of two to three 
hours. 

For the sake of brevity it may be ob- 
served that on examination, both of these 
mares were found to have almost identical 
injuries. Each mare had a tear through 
the rectal muscle and up about six or 
eight inches above this muscle through 
the partition between the rectum = and 
the birth canal. The injury had oceurred 
because the foot of a foal had pierced the 
upper wall of the canal and tearing out 
of the complete structure was inevitable 
as the foal was delivered. 


SUCCESS. The first mare. Whirlpool, 
was repaired on August 18, 1948. She 
was anesthetized by Dr. Davidson, placed 
on her back in hobbles on a convenient 
ridge out of doors near the barn. A suit- 
able place was dug out of the ground to 
her rear and bales of straw were con- 
veniently placed for instrument tables 
and as a seat for the surgeon. The op- 
eration required about three and one-half 
to four hours. The technique used was. 
with a few modifications. vir- 
tually the same as in human surgery. The 
mare stood the procedure well. She re- 
covered from her prolonged anesthetic 
without ill effects, and her postoperative 
course was unmarred by complications of 
any sort. She was given tetanus antitoxin 
to avoid lockjaw. Penicillin was used to 
prevent local infection and large doses

This corner was a little 
startled to read the petition of the Los 
Angeles Turf Club to the California Horse 
Racing Board to discontinue use of the 
film patrol, Without having any personal 
knowledge of the Santa Anita track. | 
have tended to accept the almost unani- 
mous opinien of horsemen who have raced 
there, and men have 
worked there, that it is the “best run track 
in the country.” But this doesn’t sound 
like it. 


The film patrol. if you dont know. con- 


newspaper 


sists of a number of cameras set up at 
various points of the race track, on tow- 
ers, with the cumulative effect of produc- 
ing a film of every step of every race. This 
can be examined by the stewards, in case 
of foul claims, and it is a permanent af- 
fair. which can be shown to any interested 
persons in case of dispute. 

When it was first introduced into New 
York I got into several differences of opin- 
ion with the stewards about what had hap- 
pened in various races. and went to look 
at the pictures. | was wrong. every time. 
The fleeting impression of a moment. even

What was most disturbing was the fact

petition contained an 
patrol. Specious reasoning leaves sus- 
picious.

IT have no doubt it is. The riding in New 
York. where the film patrol operates. is 
99 per cent clean, too. But it wasn’t 50 
per cent clean before the camera was put 
in. And it isn’t 99 per cent clean here at 
Hialeah. where there is no film patrol. 
That does for Kentucky. too. About Chi- 
cago L can't say, because I see eight races 
a year there, and no more. 


The point is that if the riding at Santa 
\nita is 99 per cent clean. it is because of 
the film patrol. That isn’t legitimate 
argument for putting it out. 


It is. unfortunately, very expensive. This 
corner tends to recognize expedience, and 
the fact that people who run race tracks 
expect to make money out of them. Lf, in 
the face of dropping revenue. Santa Anita 
can no longer afford the film patrol. this 
is a legitimate reason for getting rid of 
it. But let’s not put it out with a black 
mark, because it’s the best influence yet 
for clean race riding.

The indications for operation must rest 
with the veterinarians upon whose clinical 
experience and judgment alone we can 
rely.
